THE DUKE DE MORNY ESSAYS A SERIOUS 
ROLE. 


He Will Publish the Memoirs of His Father 
and no Longer Wears Flashy Coats and 
Ruffles—Impressive Services at the 
Funeral of Ambassador Lytton—Dis-

Paris, Nov. 28.—The effect of the McKinley 
tariff on industries throughout France is 
shown by the following: In an interview, 
Whitelaw Reid, United States Minister, says: 
‘*When you come to analyze it carefully, you 
will find that most of the outcry in France 
against the McKinley tariff should really be 
the administrative bill. 
Many ofthe most important French indus- 
tries have not been affected in the slightest 
degree by our new tariff. On many classes of 
silk goods, for example, the advances are 


inappreciable, and on some of 
them on which the heaviest ad- 
vances were made importations 


have actually increased. There is no advance 
at all on wines, excepting a beggarly dollara 
dozen on champagne. Some ofthe most im- 
portant. decreases in exportation are on 


change in duty. The cause of such decrease 
mustthen, of course, be looked for else- 
where. The administrative bill, however, 
has compelled in many cases much higher 
valuation than hitherto prevailed, and this 
for a time has doubtless deranged the opera- 
tions of some exporters; while the new 
formalities and more rigid enforcement of 
the legal requirements at the conSulates 
have at first provoked a great deal of dis- 
content and complaint.’’ ; 

Mr. Reid then gotes M. Ribet, French Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, and M. Jules Roche, 
Minister of Commerce, as saying that Eng- 
land and Germany have been much more af- 
fected by the tariff than France. 

In conciusion Mr. Reid says: ‘‘It istrus 
that the duties on most of the important ex- 
ports from France have not been sufficientiy 
advanced to destroy the trade, although the 
exportation of such articles asthe United 
States can manufacture are certainly some- 


what checked. There are no such 
advances, however, in the McKinley 
bill as in the French tariff voted

EDWARD BULWER LYTTON. 
PARIS, Nov. 28.—The obsequies of the Right 
Hon. Edward Bulwer Lytton, the British 
Ambassador at Paris, who died suddenly in 


the English church. The ceremonies, which 
were Very impressive, were attended by an 
immense number of people. Among those 
present besides the family of the dead states- 
manand author were many of his personal 
friends, men who have won high positions in 
the literary world, all the members of the 
diplomatic corps at present in Paris anda 
large number of the members of the French 
Senate. 

The church was crowded in every part by 
those who had gathered to pay their last 
token of love and esteem to the man who had 
sO long beena favorite in the political, so- 
Cial, literary and artistic worlds of the 
French capital, Hundreds of persons were 
unable to gain admission to the church, and 
they contented themselves with reverently 
baring tneir heads as the body of the Earl of 
Lytton was carried past them. 

The celebrated French painter, M. Leon 
Bontiat, has just finished a portrait of the 
Earl and this picture was placed upon an 
easel which stood at the head of the caske 
as it aid in the church. 

After the services at the church the body 
was conveyed to the rallroad station en route 
for England, where it will be interred. The 
route followed by the cortege from the 
church to the railway station was lined by 
6,500 troops, who had been detailed for this 
duty by the French government. 

Five thousand persons have called at the 
British embassy and inscribed their names as 
a mark of respect to the dead ambassador.

BRAZIL’S PRESIDENCY. 


PEIXOTO MUST ORDER AN ELECTION OR VIOLATE 
THE CONSTITUTION, 

LISBON, Nov. 28.—Nowhere in Europe are 
events in Brazil watched more k eenly than in 
this city. There is a humerous Brazil- 
ian colony Here and while political sentiment

tempt at self-government has equal interest 
for Royalists and Reds. The present status 
in thé United- States of Brazil is somewhat 
complicated, and this complexity has led 
many correspondents into error. 

By article 42 of the Brazilian Constitution, 
ifby any circumstance the Presidency be- 
comes vacant during the first two years of 
the presidential term, a new election must be 
held by direct suffrage of the nation. 

The Constitution thereiore requires that 
such election be held now. It will be inter- 
esting to see whether Se supporters of

Day’s Mishaps. 


TOLEDO, O., Nov. 28.—At 5:01, central time, 
this evening a Fiilnt & Pere Marquette pass- 
| enger train crashed into the rear of the Lake 
| Shore, Boston & Chicago special about forty 
rods from the Union Depot. 

Four dead and sixteen terribly mangled and 
scalded people have beem taken from the 
wreck. At 11 o’clock a ghastly hand 
lay in the Superintendent’s office of 
Union Depot, and the body had 
not been found up to that time. A babe, 
scalded until it was an unrecognizable mass, 
and several women whose limbs and features 
were cooked beyond recognition added to the 
horrors. 

The Pere Marquette train is due in Toledos 
ati:53and the Lake Shore follows it at 4:5. 
From Air Line Junction the trains use the 
same track. To-night the Laks Shore was 
seven minutes iate and the Pere Mar-

quette train nine minutes. The Lake 
Shore train pulled down from the 
junction ahead of the Marquette 


though there was but little sea room between 
them. About forty rods from the Union De- 
potis a tunnel aboug fifty feet long. The 
Lake Shore ha@ gone nearly through this 
with its seven heavy vestibule parlor cars 
and the day coach op the rear, when a 
freight ahead made it pull up. The Drak eman 
ran back to give the red light to the Pere 
Marquette engineer, but it was too late. The 
trains were too close. The engineer and fire- 
man of the oncoming train laid down in their 
cab and crashed through the dimiy lighted 
tunnel into the rear of the Boston & Chicago 
special. The day coach was split in twain the 
engine ploughed through until the roof of 
the car made a cover for the engine clean up 
tothecab. The steam escaping in volumes 
hid the wreck from the view of the big crowd 
which had run out of the stores, saloons and 


street above. 

An alarm was turned in and ambula nces 
and the patrol wagon conveyed t he dead and 
dying to st. Vincent’s Hospital ur to different 
houses, and it was with the greatest difficulty 
that names could be obtained. A list of the 
dead and injured from the patients in the 
hospital and the efforts made by the railroad 
people is as follows:

| many of the visitors tothe meeting began to 


‘‘show  up.’’ They were met by 
Harrison T. Tincher and Otto Gresham, who 
politely whispered to each one where the 
place of meeting was. Among those who ar- 
rived early and were sent upinthe elevator 
were Milton Garfigus, editor of the Kokomo 
Journal; ex-Congressman White of Ft. Wayne, 
Charlies B. Landis, editor of the Delphi Jour- 
nal, and Robert Sayre of Wabash. From the 
city were Harrison T. Tincker, Otto Gresham, 
Oliver T, Morton and five others. Nearly 


everyone was decidedly evasive and refused |

She Leaves Her Husband with a Man 
Named Solomon—The Pair Traced to 
Joliet, IlL, Where the Tragedy was 
Enacted Yesterday—History of the 
Parties—Other Crimes. 


JoLierT, ll., Nov. 28.—An exciting attempt 
at murder, followed by another attempt at 
suicide, occurred inthe Barber buliding this 
forenoon.

This 
morning he had an _ interview with 
his wife, at her lawyer’s office, and 
the meeting mot being satisfactory he 
drew a revolver and emptied the five 
bullets into her head, neck, breast and 
body, one striking her in the  fore- 
head and going through ‘her mouth. 
He then ran down stairs, where he stabbed 
himself several times in the breast and 


slashed his throat from ear to ear. 

Both are still living, but it is believed that 
neither will recover.

WORLD FAIR NOTES. 


A Skeleton in Armor Found in One ofthe 
Ohio Mounds. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 28.—The party which, under 
the direction of Chief Putnam of the Depart- 
ment of Ethnology of the Exposition, has 
been making excavations of the mounds in 
Ohio for three months or more, met with 
rare success on Nov, 14, near Chillicothe, in 
making one of the richest finds of the 
century inthe way of pre-historic remains. 
While at work on a mound 600 feet long, 200 
feet wide and 28 feet high, the excavators 
found near the center of the mound, ata 
depth of 14 feet, the massive ske' ofa man 
incased in copper armor. The#¥liead was 
covered by an oval-shaped copper cap, the 
jaws had copper moldings, the arms were 


dressed in copper, while copper plates cov- 
ered the chest and stomach and on each side 
of the head, on protruding = sticks, were 
wooden antlers ornamented withcopper. The 
month was stuffed with genuine pearls of im- 
mense size, but much decayed. Around the 
neck was a necklace of bears’ teeth, set with 
pearls, Atthe side of this skeleton was a fe- 
maie skeleton, the two supposed to be those 
ofmanand wife. It is estimated that the 
bodies were buried fully six hundred years 
ago. The excavators believe they have at 
last found the King of the mound builders. 

Medusaline, a new composition designed as 
a substitute for brick and building stone, has 
been adopted for the sidewalks and drive- 
ways inthe Exposition grounds. The Com- 
mittee on Grounds and Bulldings granted the 
contract to the Medusaline Manufacturing Co, 
Chicago forthe construction of 450,000 square 
feet of such sidewalks and driveways. The 
condrete composition to be used by the con- 
tractors is said to be as hard as perfect stone, 
and/is now thought probable that it will be 
us instead of staff forthe exterior orna- 
mentation of the Fine Arts Palace, and sev- 
eral other buildings. 

Daniel C. French, the New York sculptor, 
is now in Paris working on acolosSal statue 
of the Republic for the World’s Fair. It will 
eresyl a female figure nearly seventy feet

The American sculptor, Mac Moines, is also 
in Paris working on the great fountain which 
will be placed in front of the Administration 
Building. The fountain will have thirty gi- 
gantic figures. 

Among the most interesting exhibits In the 
Mines and Mining Building will be a collection 
of the implements used by the ‘‘Forty- 
niners’’ in California. Commissioner Mark 
L. McDonald has undertaken to collect a 
number of relics of the old miners’ fraternity 
and send them to the fair. 

The great dome of the Administration buila- 
ing, which will be the most conspicuous 
architectural feature of the Exposition, and 
the four smaller domes, will be covered with 
aluminium bronze, a newly discovered amal- 
gam, which is said to glisten brighter than 
gold. The contract for gilding the domes 
has been let for $54,000. 

Mr. Sallus, an artist of Ecuador, will exe- 
cute especially for the World’s Fair two 
paintings, one a scenic painting of Chimbor- 
azo, and the othera life size portrait of Col- 
um bus.

PREPARING FOR CRIMINALS. 


Chicago Police Getting Ready for Business 
Next Year. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 28.—Among the countless 
thousands who will flock to Chicago during 
the period of the great Columbian Exposition 
there will be from five to ten thousand pro- 
fessional criminals. Every city on the Amer- 
ican continent will contribute its quota; the 
London ‘‘swell snob’’ will be largely repre-

Some Interesting Information Collected 
by the Government Officials. 


WHERE THE FLEETS CRUISE FOR THEIR 
CARGOES OF OIL AND BONE. 


An Industry That Still Occupies Thou- 
sands of Men and Hundreds of Vesseis 
—Arctic and Sperm Whales—The Whal- 
ing Fleet—Where the American Seaman 
Is Found—Harpooning the Mammals. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 28.—It is generally 
supposed that the whaling industry is one of 
those that has practically disappeared. That 
this is an erroneous notion is proved by 
the government reports just issued in regard 
to the marine mammalia. The whale fisher- 
ies, well named the nursery of the American 
seamen, have, itistrue, diminished in im- 
portance, butthe South Seas and the north- 
ern icefloesare still penetrated by adventur- 
ous sailors in search ofthe whale, and the 
amount of capital invested is very large. 
That it is diminishing Is true. 

THE WHALING FLEET. 

The total capital invested in all branches 
of the industry was $2,081,636, the pelagic 
whale fishery using $1,915,275, the shore whale 
fishery $15,604, and the fur-sealand sea ot- 
ter fishery $152,757. The whale fishery em- 
ployed 101 vessels, aggregating 22,000.39 net 
tons, valued, with outfits (including ap- 
paratus and repairs), at $1,791,178. When 
compared with the report for 1880 this shows 
a decrease of 40.94 per cent in the number of 
vessels, a decrease of 41.35 per cent in the 
total net tonnage and a decrease of 88.06 
per cent inthe value of the vessels and out- 
fits, including apparatus and repairs. The 
total value of the products landed in 1889 was 
$1,834,551, of which the whale fleet reported 
$1,689,927, the shore fishery $19,641,and the 
fur-seal and sea-otter industry, $124,968. When 
compared with the report for 1880 this shows 
a decrease of 86.46 per cent in the value of the 
products of the whale fleet. The total num- 
ber of persons employed in the whale fishery 
was 8,017, inshore whaling 74. The whale 
fleet was distributed over the whaling 
grounds as follows: Behring Sea and Arctic 
Ocean, 42; Atlantic Ocean, 86; Okhotsk and 
Japan Seas, 9; South Pacific 
Ocean, 6. By hailing

A CHANGE OF BASE. 

The reports show that there has been a re- 
markable movement from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, In the old days the ‘whalers of 
Cape Ann’’ and the New Bedford vessels, to- 
gether with the fleets sent from every New 
England port, hada practical mopopoly of 
the Arctic whale fisheries, but since the 
marked diminution in the number of whales 
to be struck in the Buffins’ Bay region,a 

reat portion of this trade has been trans- 
erred to the seas lying north ot Behrings 


Straits, 

The principal product credited to San 
Francisco is whalebone, to Provincetown 
sperm oil, to New Bedford whalebone, al- 
though the value of sperm oil is but little less 
than that of whalebone. 

The percentages of total value of products 
disclose the fact that the value of whalebone 
te re nearly three-fifths of the total 
value of all products, or 69.18 per cent, and 
the combined value of sperm and whale oil 
amounts to 88.94 percent, or less than two- 
fifths, the value of the ambergris and ivory 
rounding out the hundred per cent. 

COMPARATIVE VALUES. 

Considering the number of whales caught, 
the sperm whale represents 67.56 per cent of 
the total number, the right whale 13.98 per 
cent, and the bowhead whale 15.51 per cent, 
the three kinds combined forming 97.05 per 
cent of the whole number. 

Although the sperm whales form 67.56 per 
cent of the whole number of whales 
caught, the value of their products is but 
29.50 per cent ofthe total value of all ee: 
ucts. On the other hand the right and bow- 
head whales form but 29.49 per centof the 
whole number caught, but they yield 70 per 
cent of the total value of products. 

THE AMERICAN SEAMAN. 

It has often been said that the American 
seaman has practically disappeared from the 
ocean. This is true in the Merchant marine, 
but not true of the whaiing feet, as the fol- 
lowing table of persons em loyed will show:

VILMA PARAGHY-ERUEGER, 


The Artist Whose Portrait of Von Moltke 
Was Defended by the Emperor. 


No other artist throughout Europe has 
aroused such wide-spread attention during 
the two last international exhibitions of Ber- 
lin as the Hungarian portrait painter, Vilma 
Paraghy-Krueger. 

During the summer of 1890 two of her por- 
traits, one of which was that of her mother, 
the other of Dr. Windthorst, made a great 


stir through the excellence of their concep- 
tion and faultless execution. But during the

past year it wasa difference of opinion be- 
tween the artist and the jury of admission 
which drew everybody’s attention to the 
young KRungarian, now residing at Berlin. 

A portrait of the late Count Von Moltke, 
for which hesat during the last months of 
bis life, was rejected by the committee, not- 
withstanding the general and unusual eulo- 
gies this portrait received by the Count’s 
pemie prnee and relatives, and by Moltke 

The artist and her busband, offended by the 
injustice Offered her, fought energetically 
against it, and not without success, 

Kmperor William, to whom the rejected 
portrait of his fieid marshal was submitted, 
was so favorably impressed with it that he 
bought it and had it hung in the ‘‘salon of 
honor’’ of the Art Palace, despite the jury’s 
orignal refusal. 

That the Moltke portraitis arare work of 
art is conceded by everyone, and it deserves 
fully the high-handed protection it received 
on the part of the Emperor. 

Vilma Paraghy’s remarkable talent has de- 
veloped at an early period ofher life. Born 
at Hadju-Dorog In Hungary in April, 1865, she 
displayed from her earliest childhood a 
assionate love for drawing and inting 

m hfe. Without having received the 
Slightest systematic training she copied in 
hertwelfth yeara picture of Van der Helst 
in the KEsterhazy-Gailery of Budapest. 
This copy was so excellent that it was re- 
garded by connotsseurs for the work of a ma. 
tured, fully developed artist. At the age of 
15 she was sent to Munich, where she studied 
under Lenbach, and developed rapidly her 
wonderful talent. Her portrait of the aged 
Kossuth at Turin is world-famous. In the 
winter of 1887 she removed with her ts 
to Berlin, where there was a wider fleld for 
her ole pom She soon found herself over- 
whelmed with commissions for poscraits by 
celebrated persoua s of all classes. Her 
portraits of Dr. Windhorst, ‘*‘His Little Ex- 
cellency,’’ and that of her mother, were 
crowned with the d medal, and Vilma 
Paraghy may be looked u as the coming 
Meissonier of the German Bampire.

Herman Fisher, Secretary of the Hospital 
Association, remarked to a Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent to-day: 

**We have obtaineda dialyzed lymph from 
the original crude tuberculin of Prof. Koch 
which does not produce any of the deletert- 
ous fever-producing effects. Mr. Neil Dahl 
has succeeded in separating the fever pro- 
ducing and inflammation producing sub- 
stance from the lymph, leaving cuarative 
elements behind according to the experi- 
ments of Wm. Hunter of London. The separ- 
ation of these substances from the lymph will 
enable the physician to force the treatment 
without any of the dangersadherent tothe 
crude lymph, The pathological limitations 
having thus been done away with will allow 
comparatively larger doses more frequently 
repeated to be administered with impunity 
and especially would the treatment with this 
modification of Koch’s lymph be attended 
with very little danger in weak and ad- 
vanced cases. That this fact has been 
proven clinically at the Koch Hospital sani- 
tarium is conclusive.’’ 

HOW ITIS MADE. 

**What is the method of dialization?’’ 

‘**This important modification of Koch’s 
lymph is produced as follows: The original 
lymph is dropped into absolute alcohol, 
whereby the albumoses, the inflammation 
producing substance, are precipitated; the 
supernatant liquid is poured off and evapo- 
rated at a very low temperature.

‘“*‘Whatisthe prospect of immunity from 
consumption?’’ 

**The fact that this lymph has the fuil cura- 
tive effect of the ordinary lymph, 
and as far as pulmonary tuberculosis 
is concerned no untoward athological 
consequence to the diseasea lung tissue, 
makes Its administration independent of the 
considerations that must be given the admin- 
istration of the ordinary lymph. Therefore 
greater doses can be administered with ab- 
solute safety. This may play an important 
partin achieving immunity from tubercu- 
losis. Reason leads us to suppose that the 
injection of this modified lymph tn sufficient- 
ly large quantities will givetothe systema 
condition that will make it more refractory 
to the invasion of the tubercular bacilli 
ana perhaps produce absolute immunity. It 
isa well-Known fact that microbes cannot 
live on themselves, and therefore would find 
a poor field for development ina system sur- 
charged with their ownkind.’’ 

Herr Fisher, who lives in Berlin, and has 
fora long time been associated with Dr. 
Koch, came to Denver atthe direction of the 
imperial Government to investigate the cli- 
matic condition of Colorado with reference to 
tuberculos®. He has filled many positions of 
trust under his Government, andin 1883 ac- 
compabled Dr. Koch to Egypt anc India, 
where he took part inthat savant’s investi- 
gations of the cholera germs. On his return 
to berlin he resumed his_ studies in pathol- 
Og), in connection with Dr. Meuer, and to- 
gether the two physicians came to America 
with the purpose mentioned. They propose to 
make investigations intoclimatic conditions 
in different parts of the United States, to de- 


termine, if possible, the plane of tuberculo- 
sis Immunity.

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DEEPER MYSTERY 


Shrouds the Abduction of Millionaire 
Beals’ Child at Kansas City. 


THE FATHER REFUSES TO GIVE ANY IN- 
FORMATION OR TO PROSECUTE. 


4 Grown Stepson Is Missing From the 
Wealthy Home—Lizzie Smith and Her 
Supposed Accomplice, Albert King, 
Said to Be Man and Wife—Attempts 
to Clear Up the Mystery Opposed. 


Kansas City, Mo,, Nov. 28.—The abduction 
and subsequent recovery of little David 
Beals, the 2-year-old son of Millionaire David 
T. Beals, has resulted in another mystery 
which is agitating the authorities. Although 
it Was not until 3:20 o’clock this morning that 
Albert King, who is regarded as the leading 
conspirator, was taken to the police station, 
it is asserted to-day by Manager 
Eppleshamer of the Pinkerton Agency that 
King was arrested by policemen at 10:30 last 
night and was mysteriously detained five 
hoars. If this be true he was arrested at the 
house or Park avenue, where he had taken 
quarters and where the Smith woman was 
found only afew moments after he had re- 
ceived the $5,000 ransom from Mr. Beals. And 
yet it is claimed no money was found on him, 
and the question is what became of the ran- 
s0m and why was not his arrest promptly re- 
ported? It has developed that he and Lizzie 
Smith are husband and wife. 

Lizzie $mith, the abductress of the child, 
was committed to the County Jail to-day, to- 
gether with her alleged confederate, Albert 
King, the latter having been arrested at 3:20 
o’clock this morning by officers who were 
shadowing the house on Park avenue, where 
the child had been concealed. King main- 
tains his inmocence of any participation in 
the kidnapping and denied any relationship 
to the woman. 

Lizzie Smith tells a remakable story of 
being confronted at the door of the 
Beals mansion by two masked men with 
drawn revolvers, who carried herself and the 
child away in a carriage. She says that 
while inthe carriage she was chloroformed 
and then left on the streets in a strange 
portion of the city, from whence she found 
her way home tothe houseon Park avenue, 
where she was arrested, and where King was 
also found after the child had been returned 
toits parents. No one nas yet been able to 
shake them in these statements. There is no 


doubt in the mind of the officials 
that King was the man who 
returned the child and received 


the ransom of $5,000. No part of the money 
was, however, found on his person, and it is 
believed that there was a confederate who 
really planned the villainy and rece!ived the 
money. 

The most mysterious part of the business Is 
that Banker Beals declines to prosecute or 
identify the prisoners as the woman who 
worked at the house, oras the man who re- 
turned the chila. He even refuses to give the 
Press the details of the = a for the 


child’s ~ strrender we'tts subse- 
quent delivery. He declares that 
he wouldn’t know the man again 


if he saw him. He couldn’t even tell whether 
the man who came to his house first was the 
one who brought back the child and to whom 
the $5,000 was given. He couldn’t 
whether the description of King sulted him. 
He knew very little about him. In fact Mr. 
Beals doesn’t care to know anything about 
him. Hehas back his child and cares for 
nothing else. There wasn’t a single indica- 
tion of anger in his voice or manner as he 
spoke of the woman, Lizzie Smith, or of the 
man King. He considers his promise not to 
prosecute the man sacred and proposes to 
keep it. 

itis believed that some person smarter 
than either King orthe woman planned the 
abduction and reaped the bepefit. The police 
and detectives are looking for that person 
with small prospects of success Owing to the 
obstinate refusal of Banker Beals to assist 
them and the stubborn silence of Lizzie Smith 
and Albert King. A grown son of Mrs. Beals 
by a former husband, had a quarrel with 
his stepfather a few days ago and has sinca 
disappeared. His name is David Lambright. 
and the local newspapers are endeavoring to 
locate him. It is believed by some people 
that he instigated the abduction and that 
King and the 5mith woman were mere tools. 
Mr. Beals refuses to be questioned on the 
subject, and when friends of the family 
were interviewed they declined to talk about 
Lambright, saying that they did not know 
where he was. 

Investigation, the police say, has disclosed 
the fact that King and the Smith woman 
bave both served athree years’ term in the 
Colorado peniten for horse stealing, 
having been released Aug. 12 last. 

When Mr. Beals’ child was returned to its 
home it was under theinfiuence of opiates, 
from the effects of which it did mot recover 
for several hours. Mr. Beals has secluded him- 
self from reporters and absolutely declines to 
take any further — he tion. 
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ex utions to-night to insure the 
safety of their prisoners. The hope of secur- 
ing a hea ransom was undoubtedly the 
motive which actuated the trators of 
the crime, and the refusal of er Beals to 

prisoners, who bave been 
otherwise positively identified, created a

This evening the talk of lynching the ab- 
ductors became so pronounced among all 
ciasses of people, from the highest to the 
lowest, that it was believed best to quietly 
take the woman and her husband and alleged 
accomplice ouc of the city, and they were 
quietly taken toa train and trans ported to 
Independence, where aR extra guard was 
placed about the jail. The talk of violent 
action was not confined t any one class. 
Office-holders, capitalists, merchants, pro- 
fessional men and the laborers all 
expressed the individual opinion that 
the abductors would find their just deserts | 
dangling atthe end of a rope. The people | 
were alarmed for fear of a repetition of the 
successful crime and were ready to make an | 
example of the people under arrest. As an 
instance of the talk, agood official 
remarked: ‘‘Bank robbers, horse thieves, | 
assassins and assailants of women are 
mobbed and these people are worse. An ex- 
ample is needed, Shall it be said that tn 
Kansas City a man gots $5,000 and courteous | 
treatment for stealing @ man’s baby? No 
Sir. Anexample is demanded and, gentle- 
men, I will be one to face the ropeto night.’’

Some weeks since the Post-Disratcu venti- 
lated the way in which the great Disecait trust 
Was discriminating against St. Louis jobbersin 
bakery proceeds. It was shown that the 
trust was giving jobbers in competing towns 
much better prices than, one accorded the 
local dealers, and the astounding fact ap- 
peared that ‘‘trust goods’’ could be brought 
in New Orieans and shipped here and sold to 
St. Louis jobbers cheaper than the jobbers 
could themselves have bought the same 
goods of the twolocal factoriesin the trust. 
The discrimination then shown to exist con- 
tinued, only in a somewhat more aggravated 
shape.

TO BE 112 FEET HIGH. 


The Monument Which J. J. Vandegrift 
Will Erect in Pittsburg Cemetery. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 28.—Capt. J. J. Van- 
degrift, the millionaire oil operator of this 
city, has about completed the arrangements 
for the erection of a notable mon- 
ument in the family lot in the Alle- 
gheny Ceme tery in this city. He proposes 
selecting a most conspicuous or elevated 
tract in the cemetery on which to locate this 
noble tribute to the deceased members of his 


family. This will be the highest mon- 
ument in Western Pennsylvania. Capt. 
Vandegrift has arranged with a granite 
company of Maine to construct a 
massive granite shaft 112 feet in heighth. 
This includes the bas plinth and die, the 
shaft itself being eighty-five feet. It was said 
that difficulty would be experienced in re- 
moving the monument from the river to the 
cemetery, aS there are no timber wheels of 
greatenough capacity to carry the heavy 
weight as one of the pieces of the shaft alone 
would weigh over forty tons.

Adah McCord was born in New Orleans, was 
the daughter of an impecunious Scotch phy- 
sician, who, dying, left his widow without

ment, which she found in a more congenia! 
capacity than in the slavish capacity of a 
seamstress, or in a lower grade of servile 
drudgery. 

She was anxious to accompany the circus

The Menkens entertained a great idea of 
the histrionic ability of Adah in the higher 
walk of the drama, and she was placed under 
the tuition of an elocutionist, and after an 
arduous course an engagement was sougthit 
and obtained at the National Theater. in 
Cincinnati, then under the management of 
John Bates, Her first appearance, as Bianca 
in the tragedy of ‘‘Fasio,’’ was only a partial 
success. subsequently she essayed a round 
of characters in the legitimate drama, but It 
became evident that she never could shine as 
a star in the profession. 

This was not in accord with the ambition of 
Adah, and after a trial in several cities as an 
exponent of the classic drama she concluded 
to abandon it for a less lofty, but more 
money-making phase of the profession. 

She studied ‘‘Mazeppa’’ in the dramatic 
version of Byron’s romantic poem and she 
was the first female that ever assumed the 
character, broke and tamed the ‘‘flery, un- 
tamed steed’’ upon she was wont to ascend 
and descend to and from the flies of the thea- 
ter. But prioerto this, and before she had 
entirely abandoned the legitimate drama, 
she formed the acquaintance of John C., 
Heenan, the celebrated pugilist. She had 
become tired of her husbana, Menken, and 
had separated from him without going to the 
formality ofa dissolution of the marriage by 
the courts. Whether she contracted a second 
with Heenan is a matter of doubt. 

It was after thisthat she commenced her 
career in the equestrian drama. Her success 
was phenomenal. It was not so much tie 
excellence of her acting and riding as her 
fascinating personnel. Her face and teatures 
were perfect, her glossy dark hair fringed 
her forehead in shortcrisp curls, while her 
form, although cast in the mold of womanly 
perfection, when seen in the Mazeppa 
close-fitting costume was a study for a 
painter. She createda furor wherever she 
appeared. Her packed audiences, however, 
were almost entirely of the masculine gender, 
for she was almost totally ignored by the 
gentier sex, who esteemed the exhibition 
vulgarand disgusting. It made no differ- 
ence, theatrical managers were after draw- 
ing attractions, and Adah Isaacs Menkin was 
the best drawing card of the period. 

In 1865 she purchased a handsome uptown 
residence in New York and rested awhile 
from her labors. At a public entertainment 
one evening she was seen by the Hon. Mr. 
Stanley, the son of Lord Stanley and grand- 
son of the Earl of Derby. He tell in love with 
her at first sight and lost no time in obtain- 
ing an introduction. He lavished present 
without stint upon his new-born flame, bu 
to his suppiication for a return of his love 
Adah’s reply was, only as Mrs. Stanley. An 
ambitious vision of a Countess of berby was 
in her mind’s eye. 

But much as le was In love he could not en- 
tertain such an idea, and so after spending 
several weeks in a vain pursult and expend- 
ing as many thousands of dollars upon the 
object, he settled his biliatthe Fifth Avenue 
Hotel and with an English party started 
upon a hunting expedition. Nothing was 
heard of him or his companions for @ year, 
and there were apprehensions that they had 
been captured by the Indians, but at the ex- 
piration of that time he returned to New York 
safe and sound and entirely cured of hisJll- 
advised passion. 

Inthe meantime Adah, who had for some 
time contemplated a visit to Kurope, finally 
put it in practiceand with her Mazeppa she 
embarked in one of the Cunard steamers. 
Her fame had preceded her, and she found no 
difficulty in procuring a iucrative engage- 
ment. At Ashiey’s Amphitheater, London, 
the furor surpassed anything experienced in 
the United States, ana night after night the 
place was crowded to repletion. She was the 
rage of the male population of the metropo- 
lis. She had young lordlings dangling at her 
train. But Stanley, the infatuated Stanley, 
hever again made his appearance. Hig 
wings had been scorched, but they were not 
burned, and he had the fortitude to avoid the 
dangerous flame. 

Perfectly satisfied with the ovation she had 
received in England she visited the continent, 
HMerdebut in the gay capital of France was 
even more Of @ success than it was in Eng- 
land. lierexhibition of the feminine form, 
though a card of attraction to the masgulines, 
Kept a large class of the American and Eng- 
lish sisterhood away, but in Paris they were 
not sO particular, and her audiences num- 
bered an equal amount of men and women.

SCIENCE ON THE WHEEL-—FOOT BALL—ATH- 


LETICS AND OTHER SPORTING NEWS. 
The muscular exertion in cycling is small 


when the enormous results are taken into 
consideration. In the first place the position 
of the rider is that of a partial support and 


partial bestowal of the weight of the body as 


a means of progression, and this balance 
can be varied at the will of the riderand the 
character of the road traveled. The whole or 


part of the weight may be supported by 

the saddle or the whole or part of the weight 

may be bestowed on the pedals as a means of 

progression. The safety wheels now gener- 

ally used compel the rider to be almost in the 

perpendicular position, thus affording a 

minimum amount of exertion to the lower 

extremities and utilizing the bodily weight 

asa means of progression. Take for ex- 

ample a cycle geared to 60 meters. Every 

stroke with the foot causes the wheel to 

travel nearly 7% feet, Thisis equivalent to 

three regular walking steps of 380 inches, and 

not only so, but the impetus given to the 

cycle By one stroke would carry it much 

farther, whereas a step in walking gives 

no farther ‘‘way’’ onthe body. Hence each 

stroke becomes lighter after the first, and 

less and less exertion is required to Keep the 

machine in motion. From 4@ll these reasons, | 
then, and from actual observation of the 
effect of comparative distances traveled, it 
is plain that totravela mile on a bicycle is 
equivalent in muscular expenditure to about 
one-sixth of that expend in walking a like 
distance.

Came of It. 


‘WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED ON 
THE TOP OF MT, HAMILTON. 


The Pennsylvania Piano Maker’s Crude 
Ideas on .Astronomy—A Selfish Old 
Miser and His Benevolence — How 
Celestial Motion Is Measured dy the 
Spectrescope. : 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-VISPATOH. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.—Standing on the 
eastern shore of San Francisco Bay and 1o0k- 
ing directly west one Can see, any clear after- 
noon, a point of light dazzlingly brilliant on 
the fiat top ofa peak in the coast range of 
California, The peak is the summit of Mount 
Hamilton, the highest in the range, named 
after the Rev. Laurentine Hamilton, and the 
point of light 1s the reflection from the dome 
of the great Lick Observatory, fifteen or 
twenty miles distant in a direct line. 

This observatory has more than met the 
expectations of the astronomers who helped 
to plan its construction. James Lick’sS pas- 
sionate desire to have his name asscciated 
with the greatest telescope in the world is 
more than realized, forthe achievements of 
this great glass every day recorded, show 
beyond question that here in California, hard 
by the Golden Gate, isthe center of interest 
in the astronomical world. The LICK tele- 
scope is resolving the mysteries of the 
heavens and exploring the tracks of the 
comets as no other telescope has ever done, 
andin. the handsof its present observers 
promises to open up a new era in astronom- 
ical science. 

A STRANGE CHARACTER. 

Californians who knew crabbed James 
Lick are more given to wonder ovr the 
point of light thanastranger. They never 
look at it without a mental comment anda 
reminiscence of the astonishment which 
took their breath away when it was an- 
nounced that the sour old solitary had after 
alla soulin his body and felt an interest in 
humanity and in ideas which he had care- 
fully concealed beneath the rough and for- 
bidding exterior of a hopeless old mMisan- 


thrope. 

James Lick was born at Fredericksburg, 
Lebanon County, Pa., Aug. 25, 1796. In his 
early manhood he was a piano and organ 
maker. He followed his trade at Hanover, 
Pa., andat Baltimore, and in 1820 started in 
business for himselfin Philadelphia. Soon 
after he wentto Buenos Ayres where he was 
very successful, but in 1847 he returned to 
North America and settled in San Francisco, 
where he made large investmentsin reéal es- 
tate. He died Oct. 1, 1876, leaving an estate 
worth nearly $4,000,000. 

There was nothing in his life which would 
lead one to suspect him ofan Iinterestin scli- 
ence. He was eccentric, unsociable, stingy 
and hbard. His eccentricity, however, 
stopped short of insanity, except perheps in 
one instance. The Lick mill was a whim 
which has never been explained, although 
several theorles have been advanced to ac- 
count forit. Near San Jose he erected a mill 
—the most extraordinary mill ever seenon 
earth. The interior was finished in the cost- 
liest of California woods, highly polished, 
and everything about it was upon a scale 
magnificent and truly extraordinary. It cost 
$250,000, but being inaccessible and Hable to 
damage from high water, was abandoned al- 
most before it was putin service. It was sold 
sold afterware for $18,000 to the Paine Memo- 
rial Society. It was burned a few 
ycoars later. It is said that the 
old fellow was disgusted at the way Call- 
fornians bulit houses in those days, and put 
up the millasanobject lesson. Buta more 
satisfactory, at least a more romantic ex- 
planation, goes back to his youth in Penn- 
sylvania. Hecourted a miller’s daughter, 
but was unsuccessfulin his suit. because the 
father declined to give his daughter toa man 
so poor as Lick was at thattime. The young 
organ maker made a vow that he would one 
day build a finer mill than thatof the hard- 
hearted father, and the millat San Jose was 
the execution of his resolve. What the 
origin of this story isor how much Dasis in 
fact It has no one can say, butit is current in 
California and is perhaps as good an ex- 
planation as the reai one. 

FOUNDING OF THE OBSERVATORY. 

In 1874 Mr. Lick surprised his friends and 
enemies by announcing his intention of giv- 
lag his entire fortune toa board of trustees, 
the interest to be expended for scientific and 


public objects. Among the latter was a 
monument to Francis 8. Key, author of the 
‘*Star Spangled Banner.’’ He also proposed 


toerecta monument to Thomas Paine but 
was dissuaded by his friends on the ground 
that it would outrage public opinion. Other 
sums went to hospitals and others charities, 
but the largest, $700,000, was deyoted to thé 
project next his heart—the construction of a 
telescope ‘‘larger and more powertul than 
any ever before made,’’ together witb an 
observatory, which should be connected 
withit.. Itisnot known that Mr. Lick had 
any Knowledge of astronomy. Itis thought 
that his information was extremely vague if 
he hadany atall, but his imagination was 
touched by the grandeur of space, and he 
was drawn to his purpose by the bigness 
which has a fascination for learned as well 
asforsimple. The great Naval Observatory 
at Washington had been completed in 1873, 
and it is possible that the newspaper ac- 
counts of the great telescope mounted there 
attracted his attention. But his ideas and 
plans were crude and unformed.

This spectroscope Is used ll 
measure the velocity with which a celestia 
body is receding or approaching the earth. 
This last use of the Lick telescope has yielded 
amazing resuits. Before it was mounted 
work of the same kind, but no degree of 
accuracy, had been obtained. These 
observations, though simple in_ the- 
ory, are difficult to describe, and 
still more difficult to accomplish. The 
theory was first applied in 1866, but the ob- 
servations were only preparatory. The rate 
of movement for Arcturus, forinstance, va- 
ried from thirteen to seventy miles a second. 
In constructing the Lick instrument. this 
branch of astronomical science was Kept con- 
stantly in view, and expectations haye been 
more than surpassed. Thus the observed mo- 
tion of Venus per second at 
different times of the year are 
7.8, 8.8, 9.8 and 7.5 miles per second. 

The actual motion as otherwise known by 
direct observation are 8.1, 8.2, 8.2and 8.2, In 
observation of bright stars the error has 
been reduced by the Lick telescope to less 
than one mile per second. The errors in 
Greenwich are much greater than this, and it 
may be confidently affirmed that no other ob- 
servatory in the world is so well able to deal 
with this branch of the science. 
Not less satisfactory has been the success- 
ful resolution of star clusters. Fifty or sixty 
years ago it was thought that all thestarsina 
cluster were suns as large or larger than our 
own sun, and dwarfed into insignificance by 
distance.

THE MOUNTAIN SITE. 

Nor is it known how he came to insist upon 
@ mountain site. The experience of observ- 
ers on elevations up tothat time had not been 
encouraging. Itis possible thatif the old 
man had known what had befallen those at- 
tempts at astronomy from mountain tops he 
would have contented himself with a lower 
site, and then the world would have lost the 
Magnilicent results born of his happy ighnor- 
ance. 

Monte Diablo 3,856 feet high, Mount Helena

ANCIENT BIRDS. 


SOME FEATHERED GIANTS WHICH HAVE 
BECOME EXTINCT. 


Curious Creatures Whose Bones Adorn 
the Paleontolgist’s—Reptiles Which 
Just Escaped Being Birds—Peculiari- 
ties of Cenolithic Fowls. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 
Inthe long line of extinct creatures, the 
remnants of which have been more or less 
numerously and faithfully preserved by the 
consecutive strata ofthe earth, the birds do 
not make their appearance until quite late. 
This is entirely In accordance with the high 
development which this group of animals 
has reached in the animal kingdom, for the 
higher the development ofan animal form 
the later does it appear in the chain of liv- 
ing creatures, which are closely allied from 
stage to stage. 
For along time the belief was current that 
the birds which oecupy such a sharply dis- 
tingul shed position among the animals-of to 
day did not make their appearance until the 
later period, the so-called cenolithic age; 
that they were unknown to the earliest 
period, and were represented in the 
neolithic age by the family of sauroids, those 
fantastically shaped reptiles which, while 
not quite able to fiy, could still flutter 
through the air. Remnants of these, belong- 
ing to the Jurassic formation, were found in 
the quarries of Solenhofen, where wonderful 
specimens were found. 

BIRD-REPTILES. 
From the Solenhofen slate, which has 
achieved fame not only for its lithographic 
qualities, but forthe splendid specimens of 
fossils found therein, comes the first authen- 
tic proof of the existence of a bird during thé 
middle secondary age. At first it was onlya 
feather, but this discovery was speedily fol- 
lowed by the finding of a plate which revealed 
the hind portion of the body of a bird. The 
find aroused wide-spread attention, particu- 
larly because the animal showed by Its verte- 
brated tail that if was nota genuine bird, but 
resembled a reptile, and was hailed asthe 
missing link between birds and other verte- 
brate animals. While the German scientists 
were busy discussing the question in all its 
details, the valuable plate was bought by the 


The Giant of Mauritius. 

British Museum, and Prof. Owen furnished, 
with the scientifiC name Archsopteryx Mac- 
rura, the first description of the bird. 

In 1877 a second individual of this same re- 
markable species was found, far superior to 
the first, for it was preserved in toto. Almost 
every bone is in its natural position, and 
nothing ts lacking to facilitate the study of 
it, down to the minutest detail. This found 
a place in the mineralogical cabinet of Berlin. 
The cut shows an archeeopteryx restored 
by Dr. Shufeldt. Its body was as large as 
that of a pigeon,.but its flying capacity was 
limited and insignificant. 

Before this second specimen of an extinct 
bird was discovered, several other remnants 
of the middie secondary age were found in 
America. Through the untiring zeal of Prof, 
Marsh, the celebrated paleontologist, more 
than twenty kinds of highly interesting bird 
fossils were made known to the world. They 
originated in the chalk strata of Western 
Kansas and Texas, and all of them are dis- 
tinguished from the birds of the present age 
by the teeth which they possess, for which

THE GIANT MOA, 

The Moa of New Zealand is sucha bird. In 
the thickly forested portions of New Zealand 
away from the habitations of men there lives 
at the procens daya bird called Kiwi-kiwi, 
belonging to the family of the apteryx. 
Wings and tail are only rudimentary. he 
long, thin, gently curved beak resembles 
that of a snipe, and with it the bird digs the 
worms from the moist forest soil. It is hunted 
oy the natives by torchlight for the porpoes 
of obtaining its skin, which is highly prized 
for the raiment of their chiefs. The moa is 
the extinct predecessor of the Kiwi-kiwi, but 
was a giant compared with the latter, which 
is not larger than an ordinary hen. 

Since the time when during the forties the 
first remnants were found ofthis extinct 
giant bird, caves and caverns have re- 
vealed many bones, and insome cases well 
preserved, complete skeletons, which have 
made it possibie to distinguish a number of 
Classes, the bést known of which is the 
dinornis giganteus ow. This immense, wing- 
less bird was a great deal taller than the 
ostrich,and much larger in body besides. 
No wonder that with such dimensions the 
bird becamea dangerous enemy to the na- 
tives, and long before the first moa remnants 
were found the missionaries who had 
visited New Zealand brought with them 
the legends and stories from the Maori, the 
natives of New Zealand, of the heroic battles 
which their ancestors fought against these 
great fowls. An old epic poem, stillin exis- 
tence, relates distinctly of a terrific conflict 
in which the Maori lost several people, but 
killed the last of their feathered foes. The 
Palapteryx is another specimen of this fam- 
ily of giants, now extinct in New Zealand. 

To the family of apteryx belongs also an 
extinct giant bird of Madagascar, of whom 
only few fossils have been found, but they 
are all so fresh and distinct that there is no 
doubt that it existed still in the mammal age. 

This bird is said to be identical with the roc 
of the Arabian mythology. Marco Polo, the 
famous Venetian, who at the close of the 
thirteenth century traveled as the first Euro-

instructive and serve the double purpose of 
pointing out what todo and what to avoid in 
the road-making way. 

Some of the European countries where a 
large amount ofthe carrying trade is over 
well to the front and have 
marked out a practical system suitable to the 
needs and character of the country. Others, 
where good roads would be looked for, are in 
a deplorable condition in that direction. 

In nearly every European nation the roads 
or a large percentage of them are under gov- 
ernment control and supervision, while in 
Asia and South America most of the roads are

The Consul at Mesina in Italy says: 


The Government builds and keeps up the national 
highways. Tolls on these roads have been abol- 
ished except on ferries and floating bridges. The

ROMAN HIGHWAYS. 
In Spain the best roads are the remains of 


Roman roads which have in some instances 
been kept up. The lack of .a compre- 
hensive system, however, leaves the roadg 
in such a checker-board state that it Is im- 
possible to travel over them for any distance 
in comfort. 


THE BEST ARE THE SWISS. 
The reports from Switzerland are all the 
same and unite in praising the roads there, 


both In their construction and maintenance. 
Most of the important roads of the Alpine 
country have existed and been inactive 
service for about 2,000 years. Fromyear to 
year, however, extensions and additions 
have been made until, in spite of the moun- 
tainous nature of the region, it isa paradise 
for bicycles. There are now about 8,280 miles 
ofturnpike roads in Switzerland, or about 
three miles to each inhabitant. 


In Great Britain the roads generally are 


superior tothose of this country, while the 
city streets vary as widely as they do in this 
country and cannot in any way be gen- 
erally classified. The introduction of 
macadam roads revolutionized road 
Dullding in Great Britain and it has from ex- 
perience been found to be the best system 
for the natural conditions of the country. Ta

would be simply to give a history of every 
conceivable kind of street paving material 
and the results of the use of them. 


Of the Eastern countries nothing can be 


learned in the way of road-building. Their 
roads are bad, uncared for and itn many in- 
stances impassable, for vehicles.

‘‘The Te Deum of Bruckner is of the new 
school, and in jt may be recognized many Of 
the old pecullarities which distinguish the 
music ofthe Wagner cult. Strange disson- 
ances there are, coming without prem@ni- 
tion or preparation, having no apparent con 
nection with what goes before or what fol- 
lows; passages having, to untrained ears, 
neither melody mor harmony;chords harsh, 
seemingly unmeaning; sequences which fol- 
low nothing; npryenra eo which are fre- 
solved into nothing ;carefully studied strains, 
bearing every evidence of close thought, 
which, nevertheless end in disap- 
pointment. At one time or another 
all usage is violated ; where a pianissimo may 
confidently be expected, a forte comes in- 
stead; where a climax may be anticipated, 
the harmonies die away into silence. Here 
and there the expression of the composer’s 
thought is so forced, so violent, so strained 
asto remind one of the imprisoned giant in 
the Freiburg organ. trying to sing, but ham- 
pered by the wantof adequate expression.

RECEPTION AT THE MARQUETTE CLUB. 
IT WILL BE THE MAIN SOCIAL FEATURE OF THE 
JUBILEE. 

The main social feature of jubilee week will 
be the reception at the Marquette Club next 
Wednesday evening, The reception is given 
in honor of the venerable Archbishop and 
the distinguished clergy who have come to 
do him honor. Thecluy has made prepara- 
tions on an elaborate scale for the re- 
ception, and it promises to be one of 
the grandest affairs ever given in this 
city. The club has a membership of 500 prom- 
inent members of the Catholic faith and they 
are allready to turn out to meet the Arch- 
bishop and distinguished visitors.

withdraw his opposition. He is said to 
have given aconditionalassent. The principal 
business, therefore, for the consideration 
of the Archbishops who will meet this after- 
noon, will be the appointment of a coadjutor 
to His Grace of St. Louls. Archbishop Corri- 
gan will preside over the meeting.

ARCHBISHOP KENRICK’S LIFE, 


A GOOD SKETCH OF THE JUBILARIAN’S GREAT 
CAREER. 

Peter Richard Kenrick was born in Dublin, 
Ireland, Aug. 18, 1806. His first educational 
advantages were those afforded by the 
schools of the city. Subsequently he had a 
private tutor. He came of pious parents, 
and seems to have hada predilection for the 
priesthood—perhaps because he had an uncle 


(the Rev. Richard Kenrick) who was an 
efficient and a well-esteemed priest in Dub- 
lin, and, perhaps, because he had a brother 
who wasa student in the Urban College at 
Rome, This brother later became famous as

situation, these indeed constitute his monu- 
ments and will testify of him for centuries (it 
may be hoped and may be confidently as- 
sumed) after his venerable and venerated 
body shall have become impaipable dust 
under the sod of Calvary Cemetery, that ex- 
quisitely beautiful ‘‘God’s Acre’’ of His own 
creation. 

IN THE CHURCH’S8 COUNCILS. 

In the large councils of the Catholie 
Church, Archbishop Kenrick has been con- 
spicuous, In 142 he attended the Firgt Plen- 
ary Council of Baltimore, and he Was ad-, 
mittedly the equal of any of _ the 
bishops there. He was one of the most infly- 
ential members of the Second Plenary Coun. 
cil of Baltimore in October, 1866. His sermon 
at the closing session of the Council wags 
greatly admired by President Andrew Joha- 
son, who was present. 

In 1867 the Archbishop paid his first visit.to 
Rome since his consecration as Bishop, His 
next visit to Rome was in 186, 
when hes was summoned thither by Pius 
to participate inthe Vatican Council. Here 
he distinguished himself for his dauntilesg 
opposition to the promulgation of the doc- 
trine of Papal itnfallibility as an article of 
faith. His learned and luminous speech on 
this subject gave hima world-wide reputa- 
tion. He was outvoted, however, and, of 
course, acquiesced in the dogma.

There is nothing remarkable abou 
toria. Asmall square inelosure, protectsa hl 
mound, a ditch, a Maxim gun, surrounded by 
a cluster of huts built of mud, reeds grass 
marks the site of what may one day be a pop: 
ulous and prosperous township. The com.- 
paby at present maintain here a force of 
sixty-five police, commanded by Capt. Tur- 
her. llearned that the natives around had 
grown somewhat bold in their depredations 
and had made off with cattle grazing in the 
Vicinity of the fort. 

An expeditidh to one of the kraals had be- 
come necessary, and some defense on the 

rt of the natives bad been made. but when 

h@ police advanced at the charge, the na- 
tives fled in precipitation. The cattle, how- 
ever, were not recovered, but others were 
sentin. The health of the force is now good. 
Many cases of fever occurred during the 
rainy, season, and the altitude, 3,760 feet 
above the sea, givesno immunity from ma- 
laria. The sickness, also, during the rains 
ravages horses and mules. Out of about 600 
horses brought here only thirty had survived 
and only three had ‘‘salted,’’ that is, had 
had the sicknéss and recovered from It. 

The horse sickness is a terrible scourge 
either for the settlerorthetraveler. lam 
surprised that the Cape government or the 
cUartered company do not endeayor to cope 
with this a: Scientific investigation of 
the disease, of the grass and water consumed 
by the animals, conducted in the locality by 
experts, assisted by farmers or transport 
riders of experience, and carried on patiently 
ior a length of time, would make discoveries 
of, value. The aisease is probably acute 


_ blood poisoning caused by some bacillus. 


This if discovered and caught might be cultt- 
we and inoculation might give protec- 
on. 

It might be well if some authority, British 
or colonial, would offer a large reward for 
the discovery of a remedy or of a successful 
treatment. The Bechuanaland border police 
have been losing and are still losing from 80 
to 90 per cent of their horses. The losses of 
the Chartered have been ona similar scale 
and have been equaled by those of private 
persons. 

The road side from Tuli hither is literally 
strewn with dead bodies of horses and mules. 
Ihave been up to now exceptionally fortun- 
ate, having lost only four out of thirteen 
horses and nine out of twenty mules original- 
ly purchased. Many other persons have lost 
every horse and mule in their possession. 

Col. Ferreira proceeding up country in 
charge of several horses for the company, 
has lost every one. The De Beers Co. expe- 
dition are in a similar plight. I met Mr. 
Hugh Romiily outside Fort Victori@, retugn- 
ing on foot to Tull to rejoin his wagons which 
he had left. He had proceeded up country in 
a capecart drawn by four horses. All had 
died after crossing the Lundi. Mr. Alfred 
Bait lost more than half his mules and on 
reaching Fort Victoria had to regortto oxen 
to draw his carriage and light wagons. Many 
others have sustained similar large and 
heavy loss. 

I have now arrived at Fort 
team of six ‘‘unsalted’’ horses in the 
‘“*spider’’ and of twelve mules tn the mule 
wagon, all in good healthand condition, and 
I believe 1am the first who has ever brought 
up so many so far.

Ecene When the Exhausted Soldiers 
Reach a Pool of Water. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

ALGIERS, Oct. 20.—I shall never forget the 
first sight of the Sahara. I was attached toa 
column of the French army and we were 
on the sixth day of our march from Algiers. 

The road we followed is traced upon upper 
mountain sides, the peaks of which are 6,000 
feet high. All the section in sight was 
mountainous and to the view was offered the 
scenery of luxuriant verdure in deep and ex- 
tensive valleys trending to the southeast. 
Forests of pine and brushwood cjothe mostly 
these steep mountains, the slopes of which 
are run by flocks all the year round. Finally 
our road led us near to the top of the last 
mountain clad with-the last forest. When 
we reached the declihing point of that 
mountain the picturesque scene was ab- 
ruptly shiftea. All of a sudden burst upon 
our view an infmense barren and flat exten- 
sion, bathed ina glowing sunshine and con- 
fined only to an indefinite horizon like that of 
the seas. Itexhibited no signs of life, and 
vainly we strained our eyes to penetrate its 
depth, nothing, more tangible than dust or 
vapor was perceptible. We were now in 
eager contemplation of the so much spoken of 
Sahara desert,the barrier to immigration 
and the center of the most torrid zone. The 
vast waste, stretching from the Atlantic 
Ocean to the Red Sea, paraliel to the Med- 
iterranean basin, but separated from it by 
100 to 200 miles of mountainous regions,covers 
an area at least three timesthat of the Med- 
iterranean., The sight struck my fancy im- 
mensely. 

We stopped at the foot of the mountain, 
where a village is situated at the very en- 
trance of the desert, as if its walls were the 
boundary betweeo our world, full of activ- 
ity, and an unknown sphere, apparently 
without lifo, the limitof greenand splendid 
nature before a bare and arid sea of sand, as 
well as the confine of civilization and barbar- 
ism. « 

That place called Boghari,at the skirt of the 
flat immensity, presents’the aspect of a sea- 
port. it consists of twovliliages of an entire- 
ly different architecture, and inhabited by 
two distinct races. On the hiil is oullt the 
Arab town (Kasbah), and down the hill a Eu- 
ropean Village borders the road. This place 
is the central market where the hundreds of 
nomads from handreds of miles around come 
to exchange or sell théir sheep or wool and 
provide themselves with grain and all neces- 
sary things. 

On entering the empire of dead silence and 
desolation, this town appeared to me as the 
last ray fromthe world of life; as the pharos 
atthe doors of a profound and dark chaos, 
whence no man knows when, if ever, he will 
return. Some antiquities fallen to ruins, 
still observed inthe vicinity, seem to show 
that here the Romans limited their conquest, 
caring not to fathom the wiiderness of Sa- 
hara. Two days were spent in making-prep- 
he piain from Boghari to 
Chelalia, a small Arabian city about 100 
miles distant. Wehadtocarry with us pro- 
vision for a long time, among which were 
sea biscuits, four, coffee, sugar and spices 
for months, wood for five days and water 
fortwo days only, asthe guides had assured 
us we should find wateron the way. From

Everything was now ready, and we were 
enjoyinga refreshing sieep preparatory to 
our new journey when we were awakened at 
20’clock in tbe morning by music quite new 
to us. We soon ascertained it emanated 
frem the camels, which keptup a continual 
groan while the Arabs were saddling them 
with theirload. The groan of the camel its 
somewhat similar tothat ofthe hog, though 
@ more prolonged, droning sound. 

We started at 8 o’clock, and as rebels had 
been seen in that region a few days pre- 
we were ordered by our colonel to 
marchin arrayto avoid being surprised in 
case of an encounter. At 11 o’clock, after 
plodding along and across the dry bed of the 
Shelir for long hours, we stopped to 
encamp in a spot called Bough- 


'zoul, where an isolated caravansary stands.

Now, here, if words can adequately convey 
an idea of the scene around, presented to my 
eyes and engraved on my memory, I will en- 
deavor to picture it. Before us was the bar- 
ren plain, with misty perspective enveloping 
the miraxe. Behind us in the distance could 
still be seen the green mountains, now far 
away, where we had first seen the immensity 
unrolling before us. Over our heads a scorch 
ing sun and under our feet burning sand. On 
all sides an immovable sea; not a tree torest 
the eye upon; nota bit of verdure nora wiid 
flower nor a bird tocomfert the heart. The 
desolation was compiete in that strange 
land, colorless, dry and silent as a cemetery. 

Bat this barrenness and dead solitude pre- 
vails only during the summer. With the 
autumnal rain grass grows and clothes the 
greater part of the surface, attracting there 
the immense herds of cattle of the Nomads; 
the antelope, jackaland other animals run 
over : flocks of birds, famingoes, ravens, etc., 
migrate there and take their sport around a 
little sait jake near by whichis partiy filled 
during eight months ofthe year. The lakes 
and oases of Northern Sahara are Known to 
be the winter quarters of the birds which 
migrate periodically. 

In the spot where we pitched our temts, 
two wells had been dug out a long time 
before to provide water for the soldiers 
passing through. We eagerly sought the 
wells, but disappointment and chagrin 
awaited us; no sooner had our lips tasted the 
water than it was thrown away, believing it 
to be poisonous because of its strong saline 
qualities. Our doctor madean anaiysis of it 
and found itfree from any pvisonous sub- 
stance, it containing only the natural prin- 
ciples of that ground. He advised us to fliter 
it. which he did through atowe!l filled with 
sand, but its ill taste was not much improved 
by that operation. Then we tried boiling It, 
after which it was found a little better, good 
enough for cooking with, but we had great 
trouble to coal it with fanning, and when at 
last we had lowered its degree to lukewarm- 
ness, our throat still refused to swallow it; 
we were given some fromthat reserved in 
the barrels. ~ 

Next day we went forth again across that 
same interminable piain, seeing nothing but 
the mirage inthe extreme distance, with a 
vapor inthe atmosphere as if that mirage 
were a boiling sea. The spectacie which at 
first we found attractive, soon ceased inter- 
esting us; our condition being that of a@ pa- 
tient whom everything fallsto divert. The 
land here was an arable ground, sparsely 
decorated with tamarisks, junipers, che- 
procs (zilla macroptera), a thorny plant, and 
some other evergreen piants. It appeared to 
be most favorable to raise a forest of pines, 
chestnut or cork trees, Dut the fear that such 
a forest might afford a natural and safe 
refuge to the Bedouins in case of revolt, pre- 
vented the French from realizing the scheme. 


Before reaching the next halting 
place, the heat and fatigue  be- 
gan their work, a few men fell 


exhausted and were placed upon mules, one 
on each side, in seats called ‘‘cacolets,’’ pre- 
pared for that purpose. We stoppedina 
spot where no water was to be found, and 
we were each given a ration from the reserve 
stock. Weencamped upon the ground cov- 
ered with smail pebbies of various colors, 
reddish, brown or biack, all smooth and 
shining like glass. The sun had heated them 
to such a degree that some men having 
stepped out of their tents barefooted, quickly 
blistered feet.

morning we were obliged to start fasting and 
without a drop of ter in our canteen— 
each soldier while traveling*carries a small 
can filledé with water for his own use. We 
were naturally vely anxious, under the ‘cir- 
cumstances, as to the issue of that journey 
Corte which a trial of great magnitude at 
ended us. 

The men kept on the march bravely until 
9 o’clock, plodding along an unvarying 
pain of weary and reverberating surface. 
Now not a green leaf around, a gauzy cloud 
above or a slight breeze would afford us 
the least sensation of freshness. Soon the 
men began falling from exhaustion. The 
heat, fatigue, thirst and want of nourish- 
ment worked s0 _ terribly upon us 
that in about an hour fifty men had fallen; 
half an hour later almostall the mules and 
camels were loaded with men scarcely show- 
ing signs of life. The officers and even the 
Colonel came down from their horses and 
put them at the disposal of the sufferers, 
two of whom,could be placed upon each 
animal. We were still aboutten miles from 
the spot designated by the guides as the 
next stopping place and where the carriers 
of water were to meetus. Another consulta- 
tion took place between the Colonel, doctor 
and guide. The doctor said: ‘‘If no water its 
found Ifear no man wiil reach the halting 
piace.’’ Questioned, the guide replied he 
was not well acquainted with the surround- 
ings, so the Colonel gave orders to five or six 
riding officers to explore all the section for 
two miles around. 

I could hardly find words to portray our 
situation atthat moment. While constantly 
some men dropped from exhaustion, slowly 
and drearily the others were treading under 
the glowing sun, their heads cast down, their 
feet biistered and painful, their strength ex- 
hausted, eyes closed to mvold the reverbera- 
tion of the sunshine, bent by fatigue, with 
mouth open gasping for breath. Some tried 
to suck small pebbles to produce saliva to 
moisten the throat, but In vain; thirst had 
dried up even our lungs, causing us acute 
pains in the side and back. 

While thus dispirited, scarcely progressing, 
from time to time our eyes anxiously sought 
the direction of the horsemen prospecting 
for water. Finally one of them, perceiving 
an Arab riding on a donkey, ran 
to him and asked whether he would 
say where water could be found; the Bed- 
ouin directed him to a spot about half a 
mile further on, where he, indeed, found a 
sheet of sallow water. Putting his horses to 
the greatest speed, be returned and went 
straight tothe head ofthe column, shouting 
tothe buglerto sound the halt. At seeing 
him returning so fast, we all surmised that 
water had been found. Then followed a pitl- 
ful spectacle, Witbout waiting for any order, 
the poor fellows, who in their exhausted con- 
dition could, buft one minute before, advance 
only at snall’s pace, all, even the sick, as if 
struck by a magical force, gained super- 
natural strength. Throwing down their 
knapsack and guns, they ran frantically in 
the direction whence the horseman had 
come, like men routed in the (flight 
and fleeing from death. How powerful 
was the incentive of such a sud- 
den change. We ran hearly a mile to 
reach the shallow pond, which was about & 
feet long, 2 wide and from two to four feet 
deep.. The men arrived inarush and threw 
themselves down, their heads bent in the 
water; but the edge not having sufficient 
heaped 
themselvesone upon another, and as there 
was still not room for all, the last in coming 
jumped intotbe midst of the shallow pond, 
though being ignorant of its depth, and sat 
down in the water, nothing visible but their 
heads. 

The officers having followed their men, had 
to witness a most affecting tableau. On see- 


ing that thick border of men around the 
shaliow water and about two hundred heads 


| emerging therefrom, their emotion became 
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quite visible and the severity of discipline 
took the form of demonstrative kindness. 
The doctor calling the men as ‘‘My friends,’’ 
begged of them not to drink beyond necessity 
to avoid ill consequences. The Colonel ad- 
dressing them as‘‘My children,’’ repeated 
wee paternal words what the doctor had 
said. 

At last when the men had satisfied their 
thirst, those onthe edge rose, but they who 


were inthe water seemed loath or unableto |

leave it. The officers went to their assis- 
tance and pulled them out, their feet and 
clothing covered with mire. Fora time they 
all sat around, looking from one to another 
with dazed eyes and speechless, as if being 
astonished at seeing one another alive after 
such an experience. As for me, though carry- 
ing no Knapsack nor gun, I was not less 
wrought up than the others, and had suffered 
quite as much, not being used, as tle zouaves 
were, to tramp in that deadly climate. 

Then the mules an@ horses were taken to 
the spot to drink. There the spectacle 
which had been piteous with the men was 


lamentable with the animals, that had not | 


suffered less than we. As soon as they 
perceived the water they became un. 
manageable, and their drivers were obliged 
to letthem go. They plunged into the water 


and their feet sank in tne slime, from which 


the men had great difficulty tn extricating 
them. After all had been refreshed we re- 
turned slowly to the spot where the knap- 
sacks had been leit and sat down there again, 
under the deadly hot sun, suffering complete 
depression of vital force. Soon we perceived 
two Arabs on horseback comingtoward us; it 
was the caid of Chelalla with one of his men. 


| Our Colonel went to meet him, asking wheth- 


er he had come with water. He answered 
that his carriers had stopped four miles dis- 
tant, whereupon he was asked to have them 
come to our halting-place. So we encamped 
without moving further, and at last we en- 
joyed the rest we neededsomuch. We were 
now perspiring freely, and not one of us had 
a desire to eat until late in the evening, after 
a sleep, the most blessed rest I ever felt in my 
life. 

The next day the men, being worn ont, 
were relieved of their knapsacks, which were 
carried by the new relay of camels; the jour. 
ney was shortand we reached the halting- 
place without much trouble. 

From this spot we could perceive twenty 
miles away a patch of verdure, the Arabian 
city for which we were bound. This city isa 
smali oasis about two miles in circumference 
covered thickly and exclusively with figtrees. 
The verdure of that oasis, whose outskirts 
are so sharply outlined in the dry and barren 
desert, appeared tous from our standpoint 
asa dark blot in the midst of a white ex- 
panse. 

The following day we traveled over a Diack 
land which would be wonderful ground for 
cultivation if not so arid. Notwithstanding 
the aridity large parts of it were covered with 
wild herbs dried by the heat. By degrees 
Chelalla grew larger in proportion to our 
approach and at last we reached it.

the second of Lieut. L. L. ‘Robin- 
son. Each boat carried a load camp 
stores, tents, etc. Fourof mymen went in 
the first, but only one, Will C. Moore, in the 
second. The boatsentered the surf, but we 
soon sawthat an accident had happened. 
The first boat capsized and we saw the men 
it had carried struggling to gain the beach. 
They reached shore safely, and soon drew 
their boatup onthe sands out of the reach 
ofthe waves. The first boat had scarcely 
turned over when it became apparent that 
the second had suffered a similar accident, 
but farther from shore. Of the een who 
went in the second boat only one reached 
shore alive. Lieut. Robinson, four seamen 
belonging to his boat’s crew and Moore were 
drowned. Hours of inful suspense fol- 
lowed, and it was only late in the afternoon 
that we on board the Bear became fully aware 
of the disaster that had overtaken Lieut. 
Robinson and the brave men who were with 
him. Lieut. Jarvis and the men with him re- 
mained on shore all night, as the condition 
of thesurf did not admit of his nmap 
Early on the morning of June he came off to 
the vessel, bringing the body of Lieut. Robin- 
son with him, 


of bridge. The men could not move from the 
position in which they landed, because of the 
snow that had fallen on them, and because 
on either hand the chasm descended to un- 
seen depths. Their position was exceedingly 
critical, but owing to the coolness and 
promptness of McCarty a rope was lowered 
to them almost before they reached bottom, 
and they were drawn to the surface. This 
was the most serious accident we had during 
the journey to the mountain. On the way 
‘down White again dropped through a snow 
bridge near the same place, and disappeared 
in the blue gulf below, but was again rescued 

with the aid of a line without serious injury. 

The work of ‘‘packing’’ our tents, instru- 
ments and rations was now resumed, and we 
advanced more slowly than when we could 
use the sled. Our camps were on the snow at 
a sufficient distance from the mountains to 
be out of danger of avalanches. Cooking was 
done over oil stoves, and our food was nec- 
essarily ee ae in the extreme, although 
usually sufficient as to quantity. 

Between Mounts Newton and St. Ellas there 
isa ‘‘saddle’’ the lowest tront of which was 
4,000 feet aboveaourcamp.

A MORNING sibel a NOTED GERMAN 
NOVELIST IN HIS GARDEN. . 


He Uses Strong Language in Criticising 
the Younger German Writers and 
Doesn’t Care Much for Either Russian, 
Ecandinavian or French.

GoTHA, Nov. 17.—Being near Gotha, I re- 
solved to pay my respects to Gustav Freytag, 
the author of ‘‘Soll und Haben,’’ at his villa 
in Siebleben, where he retires every year 
after passing the wigter months in his study 
at Leipsig, surrounded by his bookcases. 
A peasant showed me the*way to his sum- 
mer residence, 
‘‘There’s Die Gute Schmiede’’ (the good 
forge—the name of Freytag’s villa), and he 
pointed toa gate ina hawthorn hedge. ‘‘He 
is most likely in the garden by this time; you 
know, he likes to attend to his flowers. He is 
a dear old man!’’ 
I perceived an old gentleman who looked 
very like Freytag to me, stooping over a bed 
of pumpkins. He was interested in a par- 
ticularly large pumpkin and tapped the 
gardener, who stood beside him, in a jovial 
manner on the shoulder. 

I saluted him when he looked up from his 
work. 

‘‘Ina moment, sir.’’ Andhe gave a few 
more directions to the gardener, who thon 


left us. 

‘*Probably a visitor to the author?’’ he in- 
quired. 

I nodded. 

‘‘That’sme. Beautiful, is it not? to listen 
to the songs of the finches and starlings.’’ 
And then pointing to some blossoming trees 
in the orchard. ‘*That is simply delightful! 
You most Ukely wish to khow something new 
about me. There ts but little to tell. Alll 
had tosay isin my books. However,a chat 
may be of profit to us both.’”’ 

There was a slight mixture of amiability 
and haughbtiness in his manner which re- 
minded me involuntarily that he was ac- 
customed to associate a great deal with the 
nobility. It may be of interest to know 
that he was reader to the Duke of Coburg 
Gotha and belonged to the staff of the 
Crown Prince during the Franco-German 
war. 

He was dresséd in a dark suit; his Prince 
Albert coat was tightly buttoned, only leav- 
ing a glimpse of his shirt front and black 


tie. 

He accompanied his speech with some re- 
fined gestures, and his little, white, well- 
shaped hands showed but too clearly that 
they had never known manual labor and that 
gardening was a mere pastime. 

His high forehead, thin gray hair, which he 
has the pecullarity of combing over his ears, 
his gray mustache and delicate features give 
him more the appearance of a_e school 
teacher or a tutor ina noble family, who has 
repeated his knowledge a thousand times 
to his pupil, than a poet writing by inspira- 
tion. 

And, considering the persons he has been 
acquainted with, the number of university 
professors, historians, well-to-do merchants, 
city officials, editors, publishers, is by far 
larger than literary men or artists. He hus 
never been what one could strictly call an 
inventive mind, but more of a reflective 
nature. 

But he always had a great liking for the so- 
ciety of actors, and even now, in his old age, 
he is faithful to them, though theyare no 
celebrities, but merely clever and palinstak- 
ing stock actors. 

‘*I do very little in summer. The winter is 
my time for work. In the summer! attend 
to gardening, only now and then! havea 
visitor, though they are not as numerous as 
in formertimes. 1 am getting old. Ilivea 
very retired life. solitude hasalways been 
dear to me, evenin youth,’’ 

His speech was nowand then interrupted 
by acough. His health has always been very 

r 


a we waiked through the beautiful, well- 
tended garden Freytag now and ther stooped 
to look ata flower or arrange some plant. 
When we at last reached the entrance to the 
house he begged me to excuse him for a few 
minutes and disappeared. 

While I stood waiting { scrutinized the sur- 
roundings. From what I could see, every- 
thing was of extreme simplicity, such as Is 
met with in hundreds of German families of 
the better class. And, though the first tm- 
yression was friendly and indicated a life of 
fatelligence and leisure, yet it aroused a feel. 
ing of oppression asif, all after, the inhab- 
itants of the villa lived in a limited sphere of 
thought. 

‘*May I present you with this?’’ my host 
said, reappearing; ‘‘it once secured me ad- 
mittance to the philosophic faculty of the 
Bresiau Unfversity,’’ handing me an old, 
faded pamphlet. It was an essay on the 
ascetic dramas of the Poetess Roswitha of the 
eleventh century, the Nun of Gandesheim. 

I thank him and remarked: 

‘*The reward for such labor is generally not 
very large.’’ 

‘*But itisa comfort to me to sit at my desk 
and work through the material for a certain 
subject. [have studied thousands of pam- 

hlets to be able to write ‘Pictures From the 

ast of Germany.’ One thing my critics al- 
ways forget, namely, that I am chiefly a 
politician and scientific in my themes.’’ 

Freytag took part tn all the political events 
of his day, followed every party change with 
great interest, though it was always more 
of a passive than active nature. 

‘*You most likely also think that there was 
no Germany before the coronation of the 
German Emperor at Versailles?’’ 

I told him ‘‘I thought that Sormnny, since 
it had become an empire, had acquired the 
esteem of the whole world and It could surely 
feel proud of the men it has produced, if only 
to mention Bismarck, Wagner, Schopen- 
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But—between us—he is over sensitive and 
too sentimental, you know. And Sptelhagen! 
lam better acquainted with him, but he its 
even more so, or rather romantic, I should 


ar" 

Prevtas began to wa little restless and 
as he managed to lead me quite near the 
garden gate and repeatedly looked at his 
watch, I thought ittime to take leave and 
say good-bye tothe old man. 

Freytag is nowin the 70s and I fear that 
after his death his fame will be short-lived in 
foreign countries. In Germany, however, he 
will be remembered for the great service he 
has rendered to the dramatic art of his coun- 
try, particularly in ‘‘Count Waldemar,’’ 
‘*The Journalists’’ and ‘The Technique of 
the Drama,’’ and in his series of novelties, 

‘The Forefathers,’’ depicting the fortunes 
ofaGerman family during the most inter- 
a epochs of German history, which 
would be interesting reading to every one 
with a taste for historical novels.

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CANADA WANTS IN. 
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Outspoken Sentiment Favoringa Change 
of Allegiance. 


A MEMBER OF THE DOMINION PARLIA- 
MENT ADVOCATES THE MOVE. 


Ready to Furl the Union Jack and Hoist 
the Stars and Stripes—Effect of the Mc- 
Kinley Act in France-—Panicky Feeling 
in St. Petersburg—Another Bankrupt 
Shoots Himself—Foreign News. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, Nov. 30.—Considerable 
excitement prevails In political circles over 
the attitude of P. A. Choquette, member of 
parliament for Montmagny. Iils latest utter- 
ances in the columns of his own newspaper, 
Le Sentinel of St. Thomas, ts worthy of note, 
‘‘The Conservatives,’’ he says, ‘‘allege that 
unrestricted reciprocity will lead to annexa- 
tion. Well, what if it does? We shall cer- 
tainly have no objection to that. It must 
come sooner or later, and it will be better to 
annex us en bloc than one by one, as Is the 
case by immigration. If reciprocity brings 
about annexation this will signify that we 
will profit thereby, and that the ‘Star 
spangled Banner’ will be of more use to us 
than the British flag.’’ 

This is not the first indication of the grow- 
ing sentiment in favor of annexation 
throughout the Dominion. For some time 
the organs of Quebec’s Premier, M. Mercier 
have been openly espousing this policy. The 
result of the scandals in which so many high 
government officials have been connected, 
has been to,greate almost universal discon- 
tent in this province witha formof govern- 
ment under which such corruption is poss!- 
ble.

FRANCE AND THE M’KINLEY ACT, 

THE RECENT REPORT WIDELY DISCUSSED— 
PARISIAN NOTES. 

PARIS, Nov. 30.—The report on the effects of 
the McKinley tarifflaw in France is repro- 
duced by allthe leading journals of Paris, 
and is pronounced a most interesting docu- 
ment. Apropos of the question of admission 
of American pork ,M. Siegfried, member of the 
Chember of Deputies, says that the United 
States will be able to introduce salt 
meats in France in spite of the French duty, 
but that if the United States Congress would 
diminish the duties on French silks, woolens 
and cottons a reduction ofthe French duty 
on American imports would be readily 
granted. A treaty of commerce with the 
United States, he addea, was most desi rable, 
In an interview, M. Christophie, Governor 
of tie Credit Foncier, said thatas a patriot 
he desired to save the Panama Canal enter- 
prise from ruin, but that he would do nothing 
whatever in that direction unless he was 
officially invited by the Government to take 
action. And even if he were so invited by the 
authorities, he added, he could do nothing 
until he had received a comprehensive report 
from competent State engineers as to the

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 30.—There was al- 
most a panic on the Bourse here yesteraay 
owing to a belief in the latest fnancial 
rumors concocted in Berlin, and the tncreas- 
ing faith in the report that Emperor William 
had decided to resign his honorary colonelcy 
ofa Russian regiment, and that the object 
of the journey of M. De Giers to Berlin was to 
dissuade the German Emperor 
These reports were untrue, 
although there is reason to believe that the 
Kaiser contemplated resigning bis honorary 

lan commands.
